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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendments change the scope of the claims. Therefore, it requires further consideration and 
additional search. In addition, the claims as amended do not overcome the enablement rejection made of record in the final rejection for 
same reasons as discussed in the previous office actions. The declaration has been considered but it does not provide sufficient 
guidance to overcome the technical difficulties as discussed in the previous office action. Applicants achieved sufficient gene expression 
in xenografts by direct intratumoral injection. However, the claims are not limited to this route of delivery. As such, whether intravenous 
or parenteral delivery of the vector to a tumor that is not easily accessible (for example, brain tumor) would achieve sufficient expression 
is unpredictable. Although Applicants do not have to provide actual evidence of success in treating humans, the teachings of the 
specification need to provide sufficient guidance for the full scope of the claimed inventions so that one skilled in the art would be able to 
use the invention commenserate in its scope without undue experimentation. However, neither the specification nor the declaration 
provides sufficient teaching to enable the claims to their full scope. Therefore, the claims stand rejected.
